Four out of the 
seven were killed by the same flash 
and the father and three sons were 
buried together the next day.

We publish elsewhere to-day a lo- 
cal linker's defense of Secretary Car- 
lisle's refusal to pay greenbacks in 
'coin" on hand, as directed by law, 
instead of issuing bonds to buy gold 
from the speculators who have cor 
nered that metal. Mr. Tandy treats 
his subject from the usual stand 
point of capital, but his arguments 
have all been answered and abli 
answered by Mr. Carlisle himself 
He very candidly acknowledges that 
the country is suffering from "| 
ills" under the present system, 
resists auy idea of financial reform 
by making twe metals do the present 
work of one as redemption money. 

Silver is now merely a commodity 
and gold must carry it as token 
money as well as all the paper. In 
other words the government is at 
tempting to conduct a $1,600,000,000 
business on $100,000,000 of borrowed 
gold, that is taking wings at the rate 
of $5,800,000 a week. Secretary Man- 
ning, a wiser predecessor of Carlisle 
stopped a similar raid of "money 
grabbers" by telling them plainly 
that he would redeem paper money 
in equal amounts of silver and gold 
whenever the surplus fell below the 
danger line. The raids were not mark 
and no bonds were issued during 
Cleveland's first term and Mr. Man 
ning was not investigated for shadj 
transactions. The "feed baskets* 
ild not be needed if Carlisle would 
is Man iiu.r did. Finding thai 
the gold would be protected, the raid 
ers would not present the greenback' 
for redemption, since for all mone^ 
purposes they are as good as gold". 
The decision of the Supreme Court 
in the Legal Tender Case years ago 
has settled that point. 

The threat that the banks would 
refuse to receive silver at 
phasizes the growing necessity 
for such legislation as will get 
the government's finances further 
away from the control of banks. The 
banks would no doubt attempt to de- 
stroy the credit of the government, as 
the established policy of the money 
power is to rule or ruin, but the ex- 
perience of 80 years has showed that 
the government can maintain the par- 
i'y of the two metals, whether the 
banks are willing to assist in circu- 
lating it among the people or not. 

Mr. Tandy asks why silver dollars 
did not circulate prior to 1873. Sim- 
ply because silver was at a premium 
and sought European markets where 
the ratio was 15 to 1. What we could 
get hold of was needed for fractional 
coins and was not coined into dollars. 
Mr. Carlisle explained this in 1878 : 

"Whenever the market value of the 
metal becomes greater than the legal 
value fixed by one statue, we will 
witness precise'y the same thing that 
occurred under the act of 1837 — silver 
will leave the country and go where 
it is justly and equably valued by law. 
Like every other article, if left free 
to follow the natural laws of trade 
it will always find the best market " 
Mr. Carlisle also refutes Mr. Tan 
dy's claim that Jackson destroved 
silver in 1K34, and explains why" it 
was not circulated in 1873: 

"Except during a period of 1" 
years from 1817, to 1834, silver 
has always been undervalued in 
its relation to gold by the coin 
age laws of this country. Such 
was tbe case continually from 1834 

S DEMONETIZATION IN 1873-4, 

inevitable consequence was 
that tbe silver of full legal weight 
and fineness had entirely disappeared 
from our circulation for at least 20 
years before the suspension of specie 
payments ic 1861-62. At the very 
time of its demonetization it was 
worth from 3 to 8J per cent more 
than gold, and therefore could not 
have been kept in circulation with 
ild even if specie payments had 
ien resumed on the double stand- 
ard." 

The bankers are now the defenders 
of the man who uttered these truths 
and who closed his patriotic before 
taking a-cabinet-poeition address in 
these ringing words:

TRADE WITH NEW ZEALAND. 



Replies to a circular issued re- 
cently by Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, 
British secretary of state for the 
colonies, having for its object the 
collection of statistics as to the ex- 
tent to which foreign have displaced 
British Imimrts in tho colonies, re- 
veal the interesting fact that Amer- 
ican manufacturers of pharmaceu- 
tical gixxls have succeeded in New 
Zealand at least in establishing a 
trade for articles which are manu- 
factured in Great Britain, says the j 
American Druggist and Pharma- 
ceutical Record. The reasons why 
New Zealanders prefer to deal with 
American firms are stated as follows 
in a letter received from the colonial 
secretary from R. H. Bakewell, M. 
D.. of Devonport, Auckland, New 
Zealand, under date of December C, 
5. Dr. Bakewell says: 
'It is impossible to deny that 
foreigners, more particularly the 
Americans and Germans, have suc- 
ceeded in establishing a trade hero 
for articles which are manufactured 
in the United Kingdom." 

And then he advances tho follow- 
ing as reasons for the above state- 
ment: 

1 The greater activity, enorgy 
and enterprise with which tho for- 
eigners push their trade. 

"2. That tbey supply articles as 
good as the British at a lower price, 
and better articles at the same price. 

"3. That they more readily adapt 
their manufactures to the special 
wants of colonists." 

Further on in his letter, which is 
printed in full in a recent issue of 
the Chemist and Druggist, he speaks 
of the methods employed by Amer- 
ican firms to secure trade. "Amer- 
ican wholesale druggists," he says, 
"send over yearly very well-man- 
nered travelers, who show us samples 
their latest novelties. They ask 
no orders, and take none except 
from the wholesale druggist; but a 
days after their visit we receive 
•ry handsome sample box of their 
preixirations, comprising 20 to 30

Edison Acquired ths Art When He 
Was a Telegraph Operator. 

"It seems like a waste of time," 
said a gentleman who passed an 
evening with Mr. Edison, in Nor- 
walk, 6., recently, "to hear Mr. Edi- 
ting off story after story, and 
demanding all of his acquaintances 
to tell him more, when wo knew how 
■mation we might have re- 
ceived from him. I finally asked 
him how ho got to be such a story- 
teller. 'Well,' he replied, 'when I 
was quite a young man I was a tel- 
egraph operator during the war. I 
was stationed at St. Louis, which 
was a sort of distributing point for a 
large district, and when we would 
get our batch of stuff off, and wo 
still had several houra to put in, I 
used to get pretty tired.

DIRTIEST PEOPLE ON EAKTH, 

They Have Recently Been Discovered 
by an Explorer in Caucasus. 

The dirtiest people in the world 
have recently been discovered by an 
explorer in the Caucasus, says the 
New York Mercury. They live in an 
inaccessiblo mountain range between 
the Black sea and the Caspian, their 
village being so snugly bidden away 
that no government has yet been 
able to reach them. As they were 
2,500 years ago so they are to this 
day. Seen from without there is a 
certain picturesquetiess about a 
Rvanetian villlage, although it mere- 
ly consists of miserable stone hovels 
without any attempt at form or 
adornment. Within, however, the 
houses are inconceivably filthy. They 
are filled with rags, vermin and dirt 
of every description. They possess 
no fireplace or chimney. All the 
cooking, in fact, is done over a hole 
scooped out in the middle of the 
floor. 

In these houses men, women and 
children are huddled together; dur- 
ing the long winter months they are 
shut up for days at a time, the cattlo 
often sharing their quarters. Every 
aperture has to be closed on account 
of the cold. The long imprisonment 
is, perhaps, the chief cause of the deg- 
radation of the people; horrible dis- 
eases result from it, which are ag- 
gravated by an abnormal consump- 
tion of arrack, the strong distilled 
drink of the Asiatics. Besides being 
the dirtiest they are probably tho 
laziest people on earth. It is an in- 
variable rule to take four days a 
week holiday, with saints' days as 
extras. Since they have adopted the 
holidays of every other country with 
which they have come in contact, it 
is not surprising that the men find 
little time for work. 

Farming, bee culture and cattle 
breeding are the only industries of 
these lazy people; throughout their 
territory there is not a single manu- 
factured article, the children marry 
while very young, they attend no 
school, and, lastly, they have no 
money.

Means of Refinement.

The whole dining room takes its tone 
from the centerpiece and must live 
up to its standard of daintiaess. 
Even table manners have been known 
to improve under tho influence of 
maiden-hair fern. 

There is no excuse for the absence 
of such table decoration. A potted 
plant that will last four months with 
proper care may be bought for 50 or 
75 cents. A bunch of mignonette or 
of pinks, that will last a week if they 
arc clipped and freshened each day, 
costs a quarter. A single long- 
stemmed dewy rose in a slender glass 
vase is a thing of beauty, which 15 
or 20 cents will buy.

in redeeming greenbacks and 
other forms of our national currency, 
did the right and proper thing, in 
paying in gold and not in silver? 
Of course we all understand that 
those who prefer silver to gold, can 
always get it. No one lias ever 
been denied, and I will say just here 
in parenthesis that the government 
will even pay the express charges on 
all the silver you want but not on 
gold, in order to encourage the circu- 
lation of silver among the people; 
but the history of greenback redemp- 
tion seems to show that there exists 
upon the part of the commerce of the 
world, a peculiar preference for gold 
and not for silver. At any rates there 
have been many millious of dollars 
of our paper money presented for re- 
demption of late by persons who 
preferred and demanded the ^old aud 
we come now to your proposition 
that "Our bull-headed Secretary" 
should have compelled them to ac- 
cept silver, it being a legal tender for 
any amount. 

Your readers all know that under 
our present system a silver dollar is 
convertible upon demand into a gold 
dollar. This has been the policy of 
our government and it must have 
been an easy proposition to any school- 
boy who read your eaitorial to have 
conceived the idea that the party pre- 
senting greenbacks for redemption, 
could take the silver thus forced upon 
him and with the aid of a few feed 
baskets and several wheelbarrows, 
could have carried his load over to 
another window in the Treasury and 
demanded the gold upon the surren- 
der of his standard silver dollars. 

But "Ah!" you will say "there is the 
rub. Our bull-headed Secretary 
should quit this nefarious business. 
Let him listen to us. Quit paying 
out gold for silver and this will solve 
the problem." Well let us see. In 
the first place let us understand 
something of the coinage of the pres- 
ent silver dollar which he is redeem 
ing. It is probably not known bj 
all but it is true that every silver dol 
lar now iu circulation was coined 
since the passage of the Bland Bill 
in 1878. 

Not one of the few silver dollars 
coined prior to 1878 and which are 
said to have been demonetized in 1873, 
is now iu circulation ,uor did they ever 
circulate. I have been connected with 
the banking business for about 10 
years and I have watched very closely 
attempting to find one and I have 



never succeeded in doing so. I would 
here suggest, that as you seem to be 
an expounder upon the subject of oui 
finances, that you explaju to your 
readers who may not know, why the 
silver dollar of 1873 aud before, did 
not circulate. But I will exercise the 
caution of Gloucester and advise you 
to touch this sparingly as 'twere far 
off," for fear that also iu the spirit of 
nvestigatiou there uiiirht be brought 
to light the historical facts in regard 
"0 gold having ceased to circulate 
mtil the year 1831 when that 
ild gold- bug, Andrew Jackson, 
hanged our ratio to 16 to 1 and 
actually placed our country upon 
gold basis where it has been ever 
since excepting the paper period 
from the war up to 1879 when specie 
payment was resumed and yet some 
people are so absurd as to still iusist 
on designating Andrew Jackson 
as a good Democrat! There 
is a fear also that your readers 
might apply these same principles set 
forth bx these historical facts and 
catch the hint that under the present 
existing values of the two metals 
your system of 16 to 1 might now 
place our country upon a silver basis 
and that all gold would be driven 
from 

and 

monometallism pure and unalloy- 
ed. 

But to return. All the silver dollars 
say in circulation bear the dates of 
1878 and since. How was this silver 
Dined? By the government purchas- 
ig on its own account the necessary 
Iver bullion at its bullion value in 
the markets, and then coiuing them 
and passing them out among the peo- 
ple at 100 cents, thereby making a 
large profit in the operation for the 
government. In other words they 
were not dollars of full value of 100 
cents but it has been recognized 
always as having been the intention 
and purpose of the government to 
allways keep them upon parity with 
all other money. No Democratic 
platform has ever hinted at anything 
else. How could this policy be 
maintained in any way other than as 
Mr. Carlisle has done? 

With this fact alone before us, it if 



your merchant with these self same

tion why Mr. Carlisle should continue 
to pay out gold for silver when pre- 
sented for redemption. But to an- 
swer it I would say in the first place 
it is the only honest and honorable 
way in which he could treat the peo- 
ple of our government upon whom 
this silver had been previously pass- 
ed as go d money 

Of course we understand that these 
silver dollars originally found 
their way out among the people by 
being paid out for the ordinary ex- 
penses of the government or by be- 
ing taken out by merchants and 
others from the treasury in exchange 
for good money in order to supply 
the demand of trade which constant- 
ly requires more or less silver dollars 
and subsiduary coin just as we see 
going on constantly upon our streets 
and iu our mercantile houses and 
upon our farms every day of our 
lives aud do you pretend to say that 
Mr. Carlisle individually or our Dem- 
ocratic administration, which com- 
mends itself to our pride rather than 
to the traitorous stabs which some 
Democrats are giving it, could 
honestly aud honorably refuse to 
give back a full value dollar iu return 
for these silver dollars after having 
thus passed them upon the people as 
I have described ? It is this fact and 
this policy of our government that 
keeps a silver dollar in circulation 
to-day among our people at par 
with gold.

A NATURALJBEAR TRAP, 

Animals Venturing Near Are Killed, 
by Carbonic Acid Gas. 
In the Yellowstone National pari 
there is a locality to which was gi< 
the appropriate name of Death 
Gulch, says the St. Louis Republic. 
It was discovered in July, 1888, by 
W. H. Weed, of the geological sur- 
vey, and the writer. It is situated 
In the extreme northeastern portion 
of the park, on Cache creek, several 
miles above its confluence with La- 
mar river, or the east fork of Yellow- 
stone, as it is often called. It is 
easily reached by a horseback ride of 
about five miles from Soda Butte, the 
mail station on the route betweni 
the Mammoth Hot Springs and the 
little mining town of Cooke City, 
Mont 

In the center of the former hot 
spring area of Cache oreek the creek 
makes a broad pool which "boils" 
furiously from the action of escaping 
gas, and is, in fact, a natural soda 
water fountain. Small particles of 
sulphur are also floating in the 
water, and are being deposited about; 
the edge of the" pool. Just above the 
pool the creek has cut through a 
bank of sulphur and gravel, and a 
few yards beyond is the debouchure 
of a small lateral gully or gulch con> 
ing down from the mountain side- 
Following this gulch we come within 
a quarter of a mile to the - end, 
rather, beginning, which is 
"scoop" or basin about 200 feet 
above the creek. The sides of the 
gulch, except at the head, are very 
steep, and in the bottom flows a tiny 
stream of cold, clear water, sour 
with sulphuric acid. 

We were making our way up this 
gulch and had just entered the term- 
inal portion when our attention was 
directed to a huge silver-tip grizzly 
bear within 20 feet of us. He was in 
such a natural position that we sup- 
posed him to be asleep, but a closer 
inspection showed him to be dead. 
The body was perfectly fresh, and 
could hardly have been dead two 
hours. We examined the body very 
carefully for bullet holes or other 
marks of injury, bdt beyond u few 
drops of blood under the nose there 
was not the slightest trace of 
violence. But during the examina- 
tion we -ware conscious of the oear 
presence of other decomposing mat- 
ter, and a short examination re- 
vealed the presence of the more or 
decomposed bodies of four more 
bears, an elk, several squirrels, rock 
hares, besides numerous dead butter- 
flies and other insects. One of the 
bears was a good-sized cinnamon 
bear, and was in an advanced stage 
of decomposition. The <;tber skele- 
tons were almost denuded of flesh, 
although the claws and much of the 
hair remained. 

At first we were unable to account 
for this strange accumulation of dead 
bodies of animals until a choking 
sensation of the lungs suggested the 
presence of noxious gases, and the 
death of the animals by asphyxia- 
tion. The hollows were tested with 
lighted tapers for the presence of 
carbonic acid gas, with only slight 
results, but as a strong wind was 
blowing down the gulch at the time, 
ie gases would have been rapidly 
iffused. A strong sulphurous 
odor was present. On a subsequent 
visit, however, there was no wind, 
and the presence of carbonic acid 
ras more manifest, 
s likely from the nature of the 
surroundings that there is ever a 
ery great accumulation of this dead- 
ly gas, for it would naturally tend to 
flow down the ravine, and be rapidly 
dissipated. If the head of the gulch 
was a more marked basin the ac- 
cumulation of gas would undoubted- 
ly have been very marked, and the 
consequent Natalities more numerous 
The first animal doubtless wandered 
in and was overcome, and thus 
served as a bait to lure the others in 
turn to their destruction. Certain 
it was the body of the bear that was 
fresh on our first visit was a widely 
advertised bait on a second visit 
some weeks later. 

As Mr. Weed has suggested, this 
gulch has doubtless served as a 
death- trap for a very long period of 
time, but these bodies and skeletons 
t be the remains only of the most 
recent victims, for the ravine is so 
narrow, and the fall so great that 
channel must be cleared out 
every few years, if not annually. 

Since the discovery in 1888. Death 
Gulch has been visited by people in 
the vicinity, and it stands without a 
peer as a natural bear trap. 

The Oldest Love Letter. 

A tablet made of Nilt mud, which 
as recently discovered among the 
treasures of the British museum, has 
been found to contain in cuneiform 
characters the marriage proposal of 
a Pharoah for the hand of the 
daughter of the king of Babylon. As 
this brkk-like missive was written 
about 3.500 years ago, it may justly 
be regarded as probably the oldest 
love letter on record. Since it was 
"brickified," it may also be said to

NEW AFEIOM LAKE. 

French Occupation of Timbuctoo Adda 
to Geographical Knowledge. 

Although the occupation of Tim- 
buctoo by the French has no. yet 
added materially to the volume of 
France's colonial trade, it has un- 
questionably added very greatly to 
our knowledge of the geography of 
that part of Africa, says the Edin- 
burgh Scotsman, and in particular 
has resulted in a discovery of singu- 
lar interest and importance. 

Timbuctoo, as all the world knows, 
stands on the boundary line be- 
tween the Sahara and the western 
Soudan— a little to the north of the 
great Niger bend— but what was not 
known was the existence in the im- 
mediate neighborhood of the city, 
and lying somewhat to the west, of 
a series of lakes and marshes cover- 
ing a large area of country. These 
great sheets of water were first seen 
by the Joffre column, and have since 
been explored by French officers 
stationed in the neighborhood, who 
have laid down their general out- 
lines with some approach to ac- 
curacy. 

The most important of these lakes 
is called Lake Faguibure, and runs 
in a direction, roughly, east and 
west, its total length being some 60 
or 70 miles. A couple of smaller 
sheets of water connect with the 
Nlgenv ©nd there are other lakes in 
the neljAlxwbood. As might be 
supposed, these lakes are the center 
of a rich agricultural and pastoral 
district Crops of various kinds are 
grown in abundance, and the na- 
tives have large flocks and herds. 

Perhaps the most curious feature 
of the discovery is rho fact that 
neither Barth nor Dr. Laz appears 
to have heard of this fertik? region, 
and it is to be presumed that the 
guides deliberately led them away 
from the direction of the lakes. The 
news of this discovery will no doubt 
revive the interest in the occupation 
of Timbuctoo in France, where, after 
the first enthusiasm was over, there 
was a marked tendency to criticise 
CoL Bonnier's act as rash and pre- 
mature — a tendency rather strength- 
ened than weakened by the recent 
troubles with the Tauregs. 

The results of observations on the 
climate of that part of Africa estab- 
lish, it is said, the perfect feasibility 
of Europeans living there the whole 
year round, with certain precautions. 
The months of April and May are 
said to be the most trying, not only 
for Europeans, but for natives, but 
December and January are so cool 
that a greatcoat is sometimes wel- 
come, and the natives report that 
one year ice formed— at least this is 
the deduction drawn from the na- 
tive statement that "the marsh be-

AMERICAN 

^We Are Now Without a Profetalonai 

Literary Jester. 

Since the death of Edgar W. 
Bill") Nye, the nation is without a 
linent professional humorist, 
says the Boston Herald. This has 
hardly been the case before for a half 
century and more Humorists come 
and go, but one seems to have been 
ready to take the place of another. 
There may be a candidate for the va- 
cant chair growing up at the west at 
the present, but he has escaped gen- 
eral observation. The line began at 
the south, which used to furnish the 
funny books in primitive days. New 
England did its share next. There 
was Ben P. Shillaber of blessed 
memory; Artemus Ward, who^e com- 
icality was irresistible, and who so 
delighted the British public that 
they killed him with kindness; Josh 
Billings, who was born in western 
Massachusetts, and never removed 
away from it; the Danbury News 
man, who had such a trick of piling 
perplexity and suffering upon his 
victims and then making people 
laugh at it "Nasby" came up in 
war time, and tickled the loyal pub- 
lic by his satire on the whisky drink- 
ing adherents of the south. The 
later people have never been quite 
so original as these. The humorists 
who have not been taken early away 
have suffered from the demand for 
their writings. Shillaber lived be- 
fore this kind of composition ra 
much in popular demand, but since 
humor from professional hands be- 
came a desideratum in our newspa- 
pers, there has been a terrible temp- 
tation to humorists to write them- 
selves out. 

A notable exception was in the 
case of a now partially forgotten 
humorist, but one still living, and 
with the distinction fresh in the 
minds of many of one of the funniest 
of all. He is "Max Adeler," and he 
knew when to stop. When Max Ad- 
eler was in the height of furnishing 
enjoyment to the nation he suddenly 
abjured humor and went into prac- 
tical work. He is still eccentric, but 
not at all funny. Max Adeler is now 
Mr. Charles Heber Clark. He edits 
the Manufacturer, a paper published 1 
in Philadelphia, and writes only 
tariff articles from the highest high 
tariff standard. It is he who is the 
active writing agent in inviting a 
union of the free silver and high 
tariff forces which has lately invited 
public attention. He has had a long 
rest from fun in this kind of work. 
If he would only go back to it againl 
He is the only humorist that we re- 
member who voluntarily abandoned 
this field in the heyday of success. 

The mast accomplished humorist 
of all this American array is Bret 
Harte. We lose him in the field of 
pure humor because he is something 
more. Bret Harte is a poet and an' 
unequaled writer in an original field 
of fiction. There are still flashes of 
exquisite humor in all his work, but 
he is a humorist as Charles Dickens 
was, as an adjunct to more ambitious 
achievement. 

THIRTY-FOUR LITTLE GILLIS.

Pw» p -ctlve Relief for Postoffice Clerks 

For a number of years appeal! 
have been made to Congress to givt 
serious consideration to the great in- 
justice done the clerks in poBtoffices, 
but up to the present the condition 
remains the same. There is now be 
fore Congress another bill known as 
H. R. 3,273, whicb if passed will be a 
step in the right direction, though by 
no means what it should be. This 
bill provides for reasonable salaries 
with consideration for competency and 
promotion, and its passage should be 
unanimous. It is not known fully by 
Congress or the people what the re d 

idition is to-day, and how unequ. 1 
is the work and pay of employees ol 
the Postoffice Department. Take it 
right here at home, which is but a 
sample of what is to be found 
throughout the country in all post 
offices and what are the conditions? I 
An allowance is made for clerk hire i 
run the office and employ the enti: 
clerical force, equal only to a little 
more than the sums paid a single 
clerk in the Railway mail service. 
The mail clerks on the O. V. Ry. get 
$1,000 a year and only run every 
other week, while the mail clerk in 
our poetoffice works fifteen bnu 
each day for less thaD half as muc 
If we had carriers they would It 
permitted to work but eight houi„ 
each day, and get $850, while the 
more important positions inside of the 
office, with nearly double the hours 
of work, get one half as much money. 
This condition exists at Clarksvilie, 
Tenn., Henderson, Owensboro and 
all offices of equal size. It can I e 
readily seen that there it a great in- 
justice done the postoffice clerks, and 
as they are required to be fullv com- 
petent, to hold their positions they 
should be paid according to the work 
done. This government has no right 
to make some of its employees work 
double as many hours at one-half the 
pay that is paid to other clerks. 
Cuugress should spe-dily remedy this 
gross injustice, and see to it that all 
employees are paid according to the 
service rendered.
